Frank James Is Now En Eonte 
to Missonri. 


TALKS UP THE BIDDLES. 


Kn o ws o f On ly Two Cases That Co me 
An y where Near a Parity to 
Them In Years. 


Frank James, of St. Louis, was 
iu Pittsburg, Pa., Monday, on his 
way home to the deathbed of his 
mother, Mrs. Dr. Samuels, in Ciay 
county. 
Speaking of the Biddle 
brothers, he said : 
“ Giving every person his dues, 
it must be admitted that the Biddle 
bo3?8 displayed only such bravery as 
men of their character possess. 
They deserve no sympathy for the 
treacherous crime 
perpetrated at 
their hands, but the fact cannot be 
overlooked by a person of unbiased 
mind that these two men exhibited 
remarkable nerve 
Their escape 
from the jail was a well-designed 
piece of work. 
“ It is not to the detriment of 
their bravery that the men, when 
overpowered by the police, turned 
the guns upon 
themselves. 
A 
greater display of bravery and un­ 
faltering nerve could not be given. 
The escape and capture, from be­ 
ginning to end, 
was equally as 
thrilling as any I have beard of in 
my career.” 
Compared with other crimes of 
a like nature, James said that he 
recalls but two that may be con­ 
sidered on a parity with the sen­ 
sation that 80 stirred the people of 
that community. The famous mur­ 
ders of the Mollie McGuire gang 
and escape of the Marlow brothers 
in Texas are recalled as two inci­ 
dents equally thrilling.

N. D Parker, a promineiic citi­ 
zen of Ottawa, Ka^., was arre^t*d 
in that city yeateriiiy at ti c 
insti­ 
gation of Postoilice Inspector J. L. 
Stice, of the Kansas City office, on 
a charge of u^ing the mails to de­ 
fraud. 
Paiker was arre.sted by Deputy 
United Spates Marsivtl E. A . Pres­ 
cott and taken to Kansas City, 
Kas , last night, where he was ar­ 
raigned and his bond fixed at $i,co3. 
He gave a cash security and waived 
preliminary examination. 
He will 
be tried at the April 
term of the 
federal court at Topeka. 
The postoffice inspectors have 
been working on the case against 
Parker for about eighteen months, 
says the Kansas City Journal. A l­ 
though there is only a single charge 
against him, the inspectors claim 
they will produce evidence to show 
that Parker secured goods from n o 
mercantile firms in 
the United 
States, and that he has failed to 
pay most of these accounts, while 
only a small amount of the princi­ 
pal, the inspectors say, has been 
paid on a few. 
The aggregate 
value of goods obtained by Parker 
is estimated by the inspectors at 
I50.0C0. 
Parker’s letter heads bore the 
imprint of the N. D. Parker Bro­ 
kerage company, 
Ottawa, 
Kas. 
PI is stationery showed 
superior 
workmanship and in one corner 
was printed this statement: “ R ef­ 
erence, 
by 
permission, 
Ottawa 
State bank.” 
According to the 
postoffice inspectors, Parker would 
send to a big firm in Kansas City, 
New York or some other ci^ an 
order for a bill of goods. 
These 
orders ranged in amounts from ^25 
to $500. 
The striking appearance 
of the stationery, the bank refer­ 
ence and the sincere and business­ 
like tone of the letter nearly al­ 
ways estabHshed confidence with 
the firm’s credit man and Parker, 
it is claimed, got his goods. 
Occasionally some firms would 
send their orders C. O, D., and 
when this occurred Parker, it is 
claimed, would send the firm an 
indignant letter, calling attention 
to the high standing of his firm in 
the community of Ottawa, and de­ 
claring against 
such 
treatment. 
There are numerous instances, so 
the inspectors allege, that this in­ 
dignant letter brought the desired 
«sult-^an order from the firm to
